Eight men have 
been brought out of the mine so burned 
as to be past identification with the ex- 
ception of one, James Lamb. All hope of 
rescuing anybody alive is given up. The 
death-roll now numbers fifteen. 


TERRIBLE DAMAGE. 


Explosion of Two Thousand Kilos of 
Dynamite. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
COLOGNE, March 20.—(By Atlantic 


| Cable.) A terrible explosion of dynamite 


took place in Salmouth, in the district of 
Duesseldorf. e cargo of the ship Eliza- 
beth, 2000 kilos of dynamite, 
was being unloaded when the explosion oc- 
curred, killing a number of people and do- 
ing a terrible amount of damage. The ex- 
act number of persons killed is not known. 
Another vessel, which was alongside the 
Elizabeth, caught fire amd was burned. 
The force of the explosion was felt for 
miles, and was at first believed to have 
been the result of an earthquake. Several 
houses collapsed at Koeken and other vil- 
lages, and windows were shattered within 


blown’ off and window frames were 
smashed. 

The bodies of five victims of the explo- 
gion have already been recovered, and six 
persons believed to have been killed are 
missing. The force of the explosion was 
so great that three vessels at Lobith, 
the last Dutch village on the Rhine, were 
sunk. Two hundred and twenty tons of 
the exiposive were taken in six boats from 
Lobith to Salmouth last January, en route 
to Antwerp, whence it was to have been 
shipped to Australia. Owing to the ice 
blocade in the river the dynamite was 
landed at Salmouth, where it was stored 
awaiting the reopening of navigation. 

Meantime the Elizabeth had been char- 
tered to take the dynamite forward, and 
the cargo was being stored, when part of it 
exploded. The cause of the explosion is 
unknown. *

THE TAX QUESTION... 


Joe Chamberlain Says that the Poor 
are Overburdened. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service 

NEW YORK, March 20.— Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, member of Parliament for 
Birmingham, England, was recently quoted 
in a New York paper as saying in a speech 
delivered in London: Lou may try as 
hard as you like to take the taxes off the 
poor and put them on the rich; you may 
try all these schemes of betterment taxes 
and taxes on ground rents; you may try 
till you are black in the face, but, in the 
long run, all taxes will be shifted by the 
rich onto the poor.“ 

In reply. to a letter sent to Chamberlain 
by. Bolton Hall, vice-president of the New 
York Tax Reform Asscciation, asking if 
the speech had been correctly ‘quoted, the 
following letter has been received: 

LONDON, March 5, 1895. 

Sir: I am directed by Mr. Chamberlain 
to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of February 25, and to say that he thinks 
the report to which you refer is not quite 
accurate. In any case, the statement is a 
little’ too broad, and Mr. Chamberlain 
should have said that taxation falls most 
heavily upon the poor. This is not so much 
aa ion of economic law as of general 
observation. If taxation is ever sought to 
be placed entirely or even unfairly on the 
rich they will find, as they have done in 
the past. a means of evading it. Capital 
can be easily transferred from a place. 
Meanwhile the poor are deprived of em- 
ployment, and while the rich may suffer 
the loss and diminution of income the poor 
will lose their means of subsistence. This 
is the general doctrine which Mr. Chamber- 
lain desired to impress on his hearers, and 
he had no intention of entering upon the

EN. ADAM BADEAU. 


DEATH OF GEN. U. S. GRANT'S 
BIOGRAPHER. 


His Service in the 8 the 
Great Captain's Staff— The Tour 
Around the World — His 
Diplomacy.

RIDGEWOOD (N. J.,) March 20.—Gen. 
Adam Badeau, who was on the staff of 
Gen. Grant as military secretary, and who 
was afterward secretary of the American 
Legation at London, is dead, aged 64 years. 

(Gen. Badeau was born in New York 
city December 29, 1831. His education 
was received through private instruction, 
and at a boarding-school in Tarrytown, N 
Y. He volunteered in the military service 
of the United States in 1862, and was ap- 
pointed aide on the staff of Brig.-Gen. 
Thomas W. Sherman. In that capacity he 
served in Louisiana until May 27, 1863, 
when he was severely wounded, almost at 
the same time with his commanding of- 
ficer, in leading an assault on the Confed- 
erate works at Port Hudson. In March, 


to Gen. Grant, with the rank of first lieu- 
tenant-colonel, and afterward of colonel. 
On this duty he accompanied Gen. Grant in 
the Wilderness and Appomattox, and re- 
mained on his staff until March, 1869, when 
he was retired from the army with the 
full rank of captain and the brevet rank of 
brigadier-general in the regular army. He 
also received a similar brevet in the vol- 
unteer service. From May to December, 
1869, he was secretary of the legation at 
London. In 1870 he was sent to Madrid as 
bearer of government dispatches, and in 
May returned to London as Consul-General, 
retaining that office until September, 1881. 
In 1877 and 1878 he was given leave of ab- 
sence bv the State Department to accom- 
pany Gen. Grant on his tour around the 
world. He was Consul-General at Havana 
from May, 1882, to April, 1884, and then 
resigned because he was not permitted by 
the State Department to substantiate 
charges of corruption of which he accused 
its administration. He had been appointed 
United States Minister to Brussels in 1875 
and to Copenhagen in 1871, but declined 
both appointments. He published “The 
Vagabond, a collection of essays, in 1859; 
“The Military History of Ulysses S. Grant“ 
in 1867-1881: “Conspiracy; a Cuban Ro- 
mance.“ in 1885; Aristocracy in England”’

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PERSONA NON GRATA 


The Case of Hawaiian Minis- 
ter Thurston. 


Be is Said to Have Inspired Criti- 
cisms Against the Admin- 
istration. 


What an Old Diplomat Says of the 
Precedents in the Case—Sen- 
ator Hale’s View of 
the Subject.

WASHINGTON, March 20.--An «intimate 
friend of Minister Thurston, now in Wash- 
ington, says that Thurston has no official 
information as to the request for his re- 
call, while at the same time he has no 
goubt that such a suggestion will be made 
to the Hawaiian government. It is likely, 
however, that Thurston will continue to 
look after the Hawaiian interests in an 
unofficial manner. Thurston's friends say, 
as a matter of fact, that he never has been 
treated at the State Department as other 
ministers have been treated. It is inti- 
mated that Frank Hatch may be selected 
to succeed him. 

It is learned, late this afternoon, that 
the Hawaiian Mipister, is also accused of 
raving anstigated newspaper ‘articles in 
New York papers attacking the‘administra- 
tion. This brings Thurston’s case on all 
fours with the celebrated Catacasey case, 
which caused so much comment during 
the administration of President Grant. Cat- 
acasey was the Russian Minister here, and 
it had been clearly shown by the testi- 
monv of the newspaper men concerned that 
he furnished the substance for articles 
published in the New York World attack- 
ire the foreign policy of the administra- 
tion, and criticising. bitterly the ateitudle 
ef the United States toward Russia, then 
in a2 serious dispute with Great 
*itain. 

The Minic-er specifically denied respon- 
cibilite for the. publication, although it 
was undoubtedly brought home to him and 
stown that he had revised the manuscript 
before it was printed. There were other 
erievances against the Minister, growing 
ent of allegations of immorality and im- 
proper conduct towards the Perkins claim, 
then pending, although those matters were 
not, made grounds of official complaint.

The Agricultural Department Secures 
Valuable Information.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The Agri- 
cultural Department expects during ‘thé’ 
month of April to issue a bulletin as to 
the world’s markets for American prod- 
ucts. The information for this © publica- 
tion has been acquired from the ‘consuls 
of the United States through the efforts 
of Secretary Morton. Late in December, 
at his suggestion, a department circular 
letter was sent to these officers, asking 
them to report with reference to the con- 
sumption in their countries of products 
named therein. These products were 
classified under the following heads: Ani- 
mals, cereals, dairy products, meats, cot- 
ton, tobacco, fruits, liquors and seeds. 

The_attention of consuls was especially 
directed to the following inquiries: 

“Is there a considerable consumption of 
the products named? 

Do consumers depend, and to what ex- 
tent. on importations for their supply? 

“How are the products sold and at what 
orice? 

“Are the prices paid for American rela- 
tively higher or lower than those paid 
for similar products from other countries? 

Are there criticisms of any American 
products? 

“What defects are charged, if any?”

INDIAN LAN DS. 


SECRETARY SMITH DOES NOT 
URGE THEIR SALE. 


He Thinks it Would be a Good Thing 
if the Redskins Would Take to 
¥arming—The Contract 
Schools. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The Indian Of- 
fice, under the direction and supervision of 
Secretary Smith, will find considerable work 
provided for in the Indian Appropriation Bill 
which will keep it quite busy during the 
coming season. Among the other things 
authorized in the bill is the appointment ofa 
commission to negotiate with the Belknap In- 
dians for the sale to the United States cf a 
portion of the reservation in the north con- 
tral portion of the State of Montana, also to 
negotiate with the Blackfeet Indians for the. 
sale of a portion of their reservation in the 
northwestern portion of the same State. An 
appropriation of $3500 has been made for this 
purpose and, as the sum is so small, it is quite 
possible that the commission will consist of 
employees of the Interior Department. 

Secretary Smith has said to all of the visit- 
ing delegations of Indians, no matter from 

what portion of the country they came, that 
if they have no desire to sell their lands the 
department has no purpose to urge them to 
do so. He prefers that they should keep their 
lands where they can make use of them. To 
one delegation he recently said he thorght 
it would be a good thing if they would divide 
their reservation tracts among themselves in 
some equitable manner and farm such por- 
tions as they could and lease the remainder to 
who would pay them a reasonable 
sum for the privilege. In the case of the 
Belknap and Blackfeet Indians it v 
‘found advantageous to the Indians to dispose 
of a portion of their lands, as the area is 
considered much larger than they can handle 
judiciously. 

Probably some difficulty will arise when the 
Secretary comes to carry out the portion of 
the law providing for a decrease of 20 per 
cent. in the number of contract schools. He 
is not allowed to make contracts with mere 
than 80 per cent. of the contract schools with 
which contracts were made for the present fis- 
cal year. To decide just what schools shall 
be given up will cause some trouble, 42s all 
will probably desire to be retained. he Sec- 
retary is also authorized to negoiate with the 
San Carlos Indians for the sale of the coal- 
lands on their reservation in Montana. He 
will 8 appoint a commission, for which 
$10,000 is provided, to secure the consent of 
the Southern Ute Indians and pay the ex- 
penses of their removal according to the terms 
of the law passed at the last session.

money which are lying idle in England, 
or are being loaned there at a nominal 
rate of interest. 

As The Times has frequently suggested, 
there should be an organized effort to se- 
sure the use of this money on a business 
basis. The only way to do this is to 
make the investment perfectly safe to the 
Britishers, which can easily be done, as 
there is no lack of good security in this 
section, and then to convince these cap- 
italists that the investment is safe, which 
is perhaps not so easy to do, but still it 
might be accomplished if the enterprise 
were undertaken by responsible and re- 
liable persons. The Englishmen have lost 
so much during the past few years in 
American enterprises that they naturally 
begin to fight shy of investments on this 
side of the water. In nine cases out of 
ten the losses which they have made have 
been due to their own remarkable -care- 
lessness in going blindly into investments 
without properly investigating: for them- 
selves, or getting some person who is 
both competent and honest to do the in- 
vestigating for them. There aré more 
than a few thoroughly capable and reli- 
able men in Los Angeles who ure well in- 
formed on land values in this section, who 
would be glad to handle British capital for 
a small ¢ommission end do the square 
thing by their principals. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The price of ordinary oranges in the 
East continues far from satisfactory and 
in consequence of this shipments of seed- 
ling oranges have fallen off heavily. This 
has led the fruit-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia to look into the reason for this 
immense increase in the importation of 
foreign fruit. The chief réason is, of 
course, the destruction of the. Florida 
crop, but such heavy. imports would not 
be so profitable to the foreign growers and 
New York imp): 8 were iit not for the 
favprable rates « .uty. When it touches 
their own N pockets farmers and 
producers are all pretty good protection- 
ists, whatever their political faith may 
be. The Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change has addressed an inquiry to Sen- 
ator White drawing his attention to the 
fact that foreign shippers have been able 
to send over more than half a million 
boxes of oranges and thus greatly depress 
the market for California fruit. 


It is not only fruit that has been dam- 
aged by the frost in the northern part of 
the State. The vegetables have also suf- 
fered. Reports from the éarly fruit and 
vegetable belts of Solano and Yolo coun- 
ties state that the string beans and 
summer squash have almost all been en- 
tirely destroyed. This should open a 
good market for producers in the frostless 
belts in this section, such as the Cahuenga 
Valley, tho foothills around Glendora, in 
the San. Gabriel Valley, and around Eagle 
Rock bie ie where there is little or no 
frost.

California for the week ending March 18, 
issued by the weather bureau, gives the 
following information: 

The weather during the past week was 
eool and generally cloudy, with timely and 
well distributed rains.

mostly light in character, h on the 
night of the -18th and 14th quite heavy 
frosts formed in the 8 coast dis- 
trict, which resulted in some damage to 
trees and tender vegetation. The rain 
which was general in all sections came 
in. well distributed showers, apd has done 
a world of good to orchards and farm 
lands. Grain fields are looking well, and 
in many places the young grain is a foot 
high, and the rains practically assures 
good crops.

San Luis Obispo: Heavy frosts on the 
nights of the 13th and 15th did some 
damage to fruit trees and tender vegeta- 
tion. Light rain on the 12th and 13th 
was very refreshing to grass and grain, 
and crops are all doing well. Highest 
temperature, 58 deg.; lowest, 31 deg.; rain- 
tall, 14 of an inch. Musick: Twenty 
eight one-hundredths of an inch of rain 
fell on the 12th; the grain and hay crops 
are looMing well. Early fruit trees are 
in full bloom. The last two nights of the 
week were cold with ice in low places. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: There were 
three light frosts which did no harm. 
About an inch of rain fell the past week, 
insuring the barley crop and being of 
great general benefit. Quite a large num- 
ber of young orchards are being set out, 
the season being very favorable. 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles city:

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THE IMPORTANCE OF PURE 
WATER. 


Next to pure air, there is nothing 
go necessary to the maintenance of 
good health as pure drinking Water. 
In fact it is doubtful whether water 
should not be placed first on the list, 
as it has been shoavn that human be- 


ings can for a considerable time with- 


stand the ill-effects of an impure at- 
mosphere, whereas the poison that 
lurks in impure water makes itself 
immediately apparent. 

Modern investigation tends to show 
that malaria (mal aire)—literally mean- 
ing bad air—has been wrongly named, 
and that most of the sickness to which 
that term is given arises from the con- 
sumption of foul drinking water. Not 
long ago, while a large gang f work- 
men, mostly Italians, were at work 
on the drainage of an extensive and 
very malodorous swamp in the South- 
ern States, it was noticed that the 
Italians were entirely free from a 


severe form of malaria which attacked 


all the other workmen. Investigation 
showed that the Italians boiled their 
drinking water, a precaution which 
was not taken by the other laborers. 
This undoubtedly was the secret of 
their exemption. The malaria, so-called, 


was in the water, not in the air. Mol- 


aqua would be a more appropriate 
name. 

There is no doubt that far too little 
attention has been paid to the subject 
of the purity of drinking water. Every 
few weeks we read in the papers of an 
outbreak of serious sickness in some 
locality, accompanied, perhaps, by the 
death of a number of people who 
were previously in the best of health. 
An investigation is then set on foot, 
and in nine cases out of ten it is dis- 
covered that the sickness has been 
caused by impurity in the water sup- 
ply. The drainage from a privy or 
stable has been seeping Ac to a 
well from which a number of people 
drew their regular supply of drink 
ing water, and the result was a sacri- 
fice of life which might have been 
averted had a little common „sense 
been exercised previously, or had the 
general public been better instructed 
in regard to the great importance of se 
curing a supply of pure water for 
drinking purposes. 

It happens not uncommonly that the 
water supply of a great city is en- 
tirely unfit for human consumption, 
but the public gives no thought to the 
matter until there is an unusual out- | 
break of sickness, when perhaps some 
physician or newspaper man will draw 
attention to.the cause. Just now San 
Francisco is stirred up over the dis- 
covery of the fact that the main water 


supply of that city, the Spring Valley 


Lake, is entirely unfit for consumption. 
An official investigation party, which 
went out to look the ground over, 
found that along the creek which feeds 
this lake for a distance of three miles, 
the sloping land of both sides is cov- 
ered with hog wallows. At one point 
a herd of fully one hundred swine 
were found wallowing in the creek, 
making of its contents literally “hog- 
wash,” but not of the literary sort. 
There are also several dairies along 
the watershed which supplies the res- 
ervoir, together with numerous vege- 
table gardens upon Which all sorts of 
fertilizing matter are used, the wash 
from which runs into the creek. Close 
beside the reservoir runs the sewer of 
the almshouse, and it is believed by 
some that this has leaked into the lake. 
At any rate, it is evident that such 
water as this is altogether unfit for 
drinking purposes. \ 

Los Angeles may congratulate itself 
on having a water supply that is prob- 
ably as pure as that of any other city 
of considerable size in the country, 
since it has been run through the gravel 
beds of Crystal Springs and thence 
to the city in closed pipes. The only 

drawback about the Los Angeles River 
water, a drawback which it shares 
with most of the other water in this 
locality, is its hardness. The percent- 
age of alkali which it contains is, ac- 
cording to reports of the State Mining 
Bureau, considerg bly more than is

effect of hard water is in stiffening the 
joints and muscles and thus hastening 
the approach of old age. The only ef- 
fective way to remove this hard mat- 
ter in the water is by distillation. 

In cases where there is any doubt 
whatever as:to the purity of water it 
should be boiled previous to drinking. 
The little extra trouble which attaches 
to this will be more than compensated 


by the improved health of those who 


take this precaution. 


THE REFUNDING PROPOSITION. 


Today, at a special election, the 
voters of Los Angeles will decide 
whether they will ratify the ordinance 
recently passed by the City Council to 
refund certain bonds of the city, 
amounting in the aggregate to $396,- 
000. The question is an important 
one, and should call out a large vote, 
in order that the views of the people 
may be fully expressed and under- 
stood. Too often the decision of 
questions of this character is left to a 
small minority of the voters, the 
larger number taking so little interest 
that they neglect to go to the polls. 

To carry the refunding proposition 
will require that two-thirds of the 
votes cast shall be in the affirmative. 
There is little probability that even 
ohe-third of the votes Will be in the 
negative. The advantages to the city, 
by refunding the bonds, under present 
circumstances, are so apparent that 
there will probably be very little oppo- 
sition to the plan. If the city treasury 
were’ overflowing with a surplus of 


funds the case would be different. 


It would in that case be wise econ- 
omy to pay off maturing. obligations“ 
promptly, and save the interest that 
would otherwise have to be paid. But 
the treasury is at present in a deplete! 


condition, and it is practically impos- 


sible to use any money for such a 
The city is growing rapidly. ‘There 
are many improvements which are im- 
peratively needed at the present times 
and others will be as imperatively 
needed in the near future, to keep pace 
with the progress of the city. For 
some years to come it will probably 
be real economy for the city to pay 
interest on its bonded indebtedness, 
rather than to attempt to pay the 
principal. When the city shall have. 
doubled its present population, and 
perhaps trebled its taxable valuation, 
its income will be greatly increased, 
necessary improvements of a perma- 
nent character will have been accom- 
plished, and its resources for the pay- 
ment of debts will be much enlarged. 

The refunding proposition to be 
voted on today will reduce the annual 
interest charge on the $396,000 of debt 
from $25,270, the present figure, to 
$16,820, thus effecting an annual sav- 
ing in interest of $8450. The time for 
the final payment of the principal is 
extended several years, and the inter- 
est reduced to 4% per cent., which is 
a very reasonable figure. 

As above stated, the proposition will 
probably be carried by much more 
than the necessary two-thirds major- 
ity. It will be so carried if the voters 
fully understand the advantages which 
will accrue to them through the carry- 
ing out of the refunding ition.

A LEG OF LAMB. 


THE VOTIVE OFFERINGS AT THE 
COOKING SCHOOL. 


Why Food is Cooked, and How, When 
and Where—People are Said 
to Eat Too Much Dirt 


The second lesson in Mrs. Ewing’s 
course of The Art of Cookery,” at Y. 
M. C. A. Hall yesterday, commenced 
_with the roasting of a leg of lamb, which 
illustrated the cooking of all juicy meats. 
Mrs. Ewing remarked that the average 
cook could not be induced to let things 
alone. 

A chicken was next broiled, while 
a few remarks ‘were made concerning 
broiling in general, which was claifmed to 
be the first method of cooking, employed 
by man in a rude and more savage state 
than today. Broiling was defined as an 
instantaneous searing of the surface of 
the meat, to shut in the juices. Mrs. 
Ewing propounded the following profound 
query— Why do we cook food?“ and then 
announced that it is to improve the flavor, 
which is really the most important thing 
about it, as the assimilation and digesti- 
ere | of food depends largely on its 
relish. 

Some chemists go so far as to say that 
no food is ever properly digested unless 
it be relished in the eating. All food 
would be relished by everybody if prop- 
erly cooked. The highest excellence in 
cooking is to cook the food so as to 
develop its richest and bést qualities, 
and to serve it most perfectly in itself, and 
not to spice it up so that even a Phila- 
delphia lawyer would be unable to dis- 
cover the original food. Condiments were 
voted all right, if properly used. In pre- 
paring a fowl for roasting Mrs. Ewing 
remarked. that people eat too much dirt, 
and declared that fowls should be thor- 
oughly scrubbed in soda water before be- 
ing put in the oven. Mrs. Ewing’s pas- 
sion for cleanliness extends itself to her. 
pupils, and one of them was heard to re- 
mark at a dinner that she could not eat 
the oysters because they had not been 
scrubbed.

Before the Fire Commission yesterday. 
A few other matters were also acted on 
by the board. Supplies for the refunding 
bond election to be held today were de- 
livered from the City Clerk’s office, 

At the Courthouse yesterday the trial 
of the case of Hammon et al. vs. Dock- 
ery, an action for $25,000 damages for an 
alleged breach of contract, was commenced 
before Judge Shaw and attracted a good 

deal of attention, An opinion of consid- 
erable interest to real estate agents was 
rendered by Judge York in the case eof 

Smith vs. Livingston. 


AT THE CITY HALL. 


The Fire Commission. 
THE OIL~-WELL QUESTION IS AGAIN 
REVIVED. 

The oil-well problem was presented to 
the Fire Commission again at yesterday's 
meeting, and both sides of the question 
were given a hearing. 

Discussion of the question was started by 
the presentation of a petition from Witmer 
Bros., asking permission to operate an oil 
well on lot No. 11, in the Belmont grounds, 
At the same time was submitted a protest 
of W. S. James and others against the 
granting of permission to operate any oil 
wells in the district the boundaries of 
which are as follows: Commencing at 
Temple street and Belmont avenue, thence 
running along Belmont avenue to Council 
street, to Welcome street, to Pink street, 
and continuing in the same direction to 
First street; to Lucas street, to Sixth 
street, to Baronne street, and continuing 
in the same direction to First street, to 
Alvarado street, to Temple street, to the 
place of beginning. : 

Capt. John Cross spoke in favor of the 
protest. He said be had done a great 
to beautify his home, and it would be an 
injustice to him to permit the establish- 
ment of a nuisance such as would ruin his 
place for residence purposes. W. J. Hun- 
saker was also heard in favor of the pro- 


W. S. James was heard in favor of the 
petition. He said that the railroad com- 
panies are beginning to use the petroleum 
extensively on their trains, and if the 
production be properly carried on there 
would not be caused so much of a nuisances 
- from it as some people would suppose. 

Commissioner Grider remarked that he 
believed that inasmuch as one part of the 
city had been given up to oil operations 
it would be well for the board to go slow 
before permitting the damaging of more 
residence property for the purpose. 

Commissioner Vetter moved that, pend- 
ing investigation in the matter, no fur- 
ther permits be granted for boring for 
oi? within the district described in the pro- 
test that had been presented. Adopted. 

It was suggested by Commissioner 
Kuhrts, who was presiding in the absence 
of the Mayor, that it would be well be- 
fore acting on the matter to consult with 
the City Council about it. ‘ 
Commissioner Vetter moved that the 
‘people within the district described in the 
protest that had been presented, to whom 
permits had been granted for the boring 
of oil wells, be requested to take notice 
that the board had asked the City Attor- 
ney for an opinion as to whether, the board 
after once having granted such permits 
could rescind them. Adopted. 

On recommendation of ‘the Chief peti- 
tions were granted as follows: 

From Walker, Rust & Hunt, asking per- 
mission to bore for oil on block 27, Park 
tract; from Van Fossen & Pennybaker, 
asking permission to bore for oil on lot 
7, block 39, Hancock survey; from De 
Luna & Garbutt, asking permission to 
bore for oil on lot 7, block 39, Hancock 
survey; from A. F. Levitt, asking per- 
mission to operate a boiler and engine at 
No. 1612 South Main street; from Henry 
R. Whittaker, asking permission to oper- 
ate a steam boiler and oh tanks at the 
corner of Palmetto and Mateo streets. 

A petition of H. H. Hemb asking that 
he be reinstated on the department was 
filed 


F. H. Farmer presented ‘a petition ask- 
ing that he be given a hearing in the 
matter of the charges on which he was 
dismissed. Filed. 

A communication from the City Elec- 
trician in which he called attention to the 
need of having two assistants was read. 

It was stated that the last meeting of 
the City Council the electrician had been 
reauested to employ but one assistant. 

“We can give the electrician instruc- 
tions, said Commissioner Kuhrts, that 
he employ but one assistant, and do the 

dest he can under such circumstances. 
The board can do this and let the system 


go to pieces if the Council will not allow 


us help enough to keep it in repair.“ 

“The system is in good condition,“ said 
Chief Moore, and it has been for a year 
past. Few people realize the worry to 
the department caused by having the sys- 
tem in such shape that it cannot be de- 
pended on.“ | 

Commissioner Vetter said if the serv- 
ices of two assistants were needed in 
order to keep the system in good condi- 
tion it appeared to him that the commis- 
sion ought to do something more than let 
it co along with only one. 

„J am not finding fault with the Coun- 
eil.“ said Chief Moore.“ They are treat- 
ing us very nicely, but they have their 
own ideas on some of these matters.“ 

On motion it was decided to recommend 
to the City Council that the continued 
services of two extra assistants to the 
City Electrician be allowed. 

Petitions for permission to bore for oil 
were referred to the Chief as received as 
follows: 

From Howell & Clark, asking to be al- 
lowed to ‘bore on lot 3, block 3, Ocean 
View tract; from F. W. Flint, asking to 
de permitted to bore on lot 3, block 4, 
Ocean View tract; from Van Fossen & 
Pennybaker for the privilege of boring on 
block K, lot 71, block 39, Hancock survey, 
and from the Far West Oil Company, for 
permission to bore on lots Nos. 36 and 37, 
on Rockwood street. 

Commissioner Vetter said he believed it 
would be well in granting these permits 
to bore for oil to see whether the per- 
sons applying for the permits really in- 
tend to operate oil wells in the manner 
tor which they ask permission or whether 
they are seeking to obtain such permis- 
sion merely for purposes of speculation. 

A communication from ex-City Elec- 


tain supplies? was filed. 

Applications of C. G. Anderson and 
Charles B. Tidball for appointments as 
callmen were filed. 

Grant Forman presented a communica-

That Sand Contract. 
WILL BB BEFORB A SPRCIAL MEET- 
ING OF COUNCIL. 

As has been heretofore announced, the 
City Council will have a special meeting 
at 10 o'clock this morning for the pur- 
pose of asking the Mayor to return with- 
out his approval the contract by which 
H. H. Metcalf is given the exclusive priv- 
lege of taking sand and gravel from the 
river bed for a period of ten years. 

Since contractors have come to appreci- 
ate the real scope of the contract there has 
been raised a heavy protest and it is

to obtain therefrom a revenue to the city. 
It is argued that all the tax placed on the

It is urged further that to do so the 
City Council would be renewing a policy 
of taxing people for their enterprise, which 
policy, it is claimed, was abandoned when 
the Council last year took off what is 
known as the merchants’ license tax.

At the next meeting of 
the Council the City Attorney reported 
that there were a good many saloons that 
have restaurants in connection and he 
would like the Council to instruct him 


definitely what sort of an ordinance the 


Council wantededra wn. 

There had been at the previous meet- 
ing no hesitation on the part of the Coun- 
cil to direct the City Attorney to present 
the ordinance recommended, but at this 
Stage the municipal legislators appeared 
to he very ignorant as to what was wanted, 
and imsiead of instructing the City At- 
torney, as requested, refe the matter 
back to the Police Commission to see what 
that body wanted. : 

There have been heard by various per- 
sons about the City Hall expressions to 
the effect that they believe the real object 
of the Council in taking this course was 
for the purpose of evading action on the 
matter. Some persons have attributed the 
action to a delicate regard on the part 
of the ward statesmen for the feelings of 
the Police Commissioners, and a desire not 
to have anything to do with the matters 
in their charge. 

One of the Police stated 
yesterday that when the question comes 
before the Police Commission for informa- 
tion, what that body wants in the way

The plaintiffs allege that on August 20, 
1894, they entered into an agreement with 
the defendant, who was the patentee and 
inventor of an improved system of irri- 
gation and a continuous pipe-making 
machine, wherby he agreed to grant them 
the exclusive agency for the manufacture 
and sale of the same. Dockery was to 
receive 50 per cent. of the first year’s sales 
and 75 per cent. of the second, and a roy- 
alty of from one-half to 2 cents per foot. 
upon all cement pipe, according to size. 

In November last they allege that Dock- 
try obtained possession of the models 
which he had furnished to plaintiffs, on the 
false pretense that he desired to repair 

em, and then refused to return them, 
thereby preventing plaintiffs from doing 
any work. Subsequently, they allege, he 
made a number of contracts at less prices 
ne specified in their original agree- 

They therefore ask that Dockery be com- 
pelled to return the models; that he be re- 

rained from entering into outside con- 
tracts; that he be compelled to specifically 
perform his contract with them, and that 
an alleged fraudulent conveyance of a 
half interest in his patents be annulled. 

Dockery on the other hand claims that 
the plaintiffs failed to fulfill their part of 
the agreement, and that he _ therefore 
elected to withdraw from it, as he had 
a right to do under its provisions, and by 
way of counterclaim he aske judgment for 
$400, which he avers was obtained from 
him by false representations. 

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 
Judge Waido M. York rendered his de- 
cision yesterday morning in the case of 
W. Smith vs. G. Livingston et al., an 
action to recover $200, alleged to have 
been deposited with defendants on a con- 
tract for the purchase of real estate, 
judgment being ordered for the plaintiff 
therein for the * 1＋ stated in the fol- 
lowing brief but pithy opinion: 

“One of the conditions of the contract 
was that plaintiffs were to have a certain 
time within which go examine the papers 
and title to said property, and in case 
said title is not deemed perfect by said 
second parties, or their attorneys, then 
said $200, so in escrow, shall be returned 
to said second parties, and this contract 
shall become nulland void. This provision 
of the contract gave great latitude to 
plaintiffs, who were the ‘second parties’ 
in said contract. A certificate of title was 
furnished plaintiffs by the seller, as 
agreed, together with title papers, and the 
plaintiffs employed attorneys to examine 
the title, and said attorneys found a de- 
fect in the title and reported to the seller 
that the title was not perfect. The seller 
took measures thereafter to correct said 
defects, and claims to have done so, but 
plaintiffs contend that they did not agree 
to extend the seller’s time to enable her 
to correct her title. The evidence of such 
extension is based upon conversations be- 
tween the seller or her attorney tnd the 
attorneys for plaintiffs. Attorneys for 
plaintiffs testify that their acts were con- 
ditional on ratification by plaintiffs, as 
they were not authorized to so act. Plain- 
tiffs testify that they did not authorize 
their attorneys to extend the time. 

“Defendants contend that plaintiffs did 
rescind the contract until after the title 
had been perfected. It was not necessary 
for plaintiffs to rescind the contract at 
all. In accordance with the terms of the 
‘contract, and in pursuance thereof, plain- 
tiffs are entitled to the return of their 
deposit. The contract provides for such 
return if the title is not deeméd perfect 
by plaintiffs or their attorneys. The plain- 
tiffs did not, and their atorneys did not, 
deem the title perfect. The court cannot 
substitute its judgment for that of plain- 
title perfect when they say they do not deem 
it perfect, especially in view of evidence 
showing that the title was not perfect. 
Under the contract plaintiffs were under 
no obligation to wait for the seller to 
perfect his title or to pass upon the 
proceedings taken by the seller for that 
pu e. It follows that plaintiffs are en- 
titled to judgment for $200 and interest 
thereon from May 18, 1894, the time when 
plaintiffs demanded a return of said de- 
posit from defendants, judgment will be 
entered accordingly.”’ 

FOUND FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 

Judge McKinley rendered his decision 
yesterday in the case of Mary E. Clark et 
al. vs. Hannah T. Yocum et al., which was 
recently’ submitted to him, findings and 
judgment being ordered for the plaintiff 
therein in the sum of $2000. 

This action was brought to recover dam- 
ages in the sum named for an alleged 
breach of contract. The defendants agreed 
to sell plaintiffs a block of land in the 
Linda Vista tract in December, 1887, and 
in the following June did execute a con- 
veyance of the land in question. They re- 
fused, however, to convey the water rights 
pertaining to said Jand, without which it 
was, of course, practically valueless, and 
this suit. resulted. : 

SENT TO HIGHLANDS. 

In accordance with the recommendation 
of Drs. Brainard and Lindley, the examin- 
ing commissioners, Eli Eyraud, a French 
sheep-herder, 32 years of age, was duly 
adjudged insane and committed to the 
State asylum at Highlands by Judge York 
yesterday afiernoon. The patient, who 
has been in this country since 1882, im- 
agines that he has been poisoned, and ac- 
cuses comparative strangers of having 
threatened his life. He has been drink:ng 
for some time past, and his condition is 
undoubtedly due to alcoholism. 

Charles Woods, a native of Michigan, 19 
years of age, was taken before Judge Van 
Dyke yesterday for examination as to his 
sanity, but in with the recom- 
mendation of Drs. Dodge and Jones, the 
examining commissioners, was committed 
to the County Hospital for treatment. 

THE USUAL FEE REMITTED. 
At the instance of District Attorney 
Donnell, who volunteered his services, the 
Board of Supervisors authorized the 
County Clerk to file the papers in the 
divorce suit commenced by Mrs. C. E. 
Byrnes against J. P. F. Byrnes, without 
cost. For some weeks past Mrs. Byrnes, 
who is suffering from a cancer of the 
breast, and her nine small children, have 
been almost entirely dependent for the 
necessaries of life upon the officers of the 
Agsociated Charities, Byrnes having 
failed to provide for them. He is a cement 
worker by ocupation, but almost every 
cent he makes is spent in saloons, be- 
fore he reaches his home. When the mat- 
ter was first called to the attention of the 
District Attorney some weeks ago a com- 
plaint was drawn up charging Byrnes 
with having failed to provide for his chil- 
dren, but his poor wife begged so hard 
for him that the matter was not pressed. 
As he has shown no signs of refor- 
mation since that time and the Associ- 
ated Charities declines to furnish Mrs. 
Byrnes with provisions for Byrne’s bene- 
fit, she resolved to obtain a divorce, but 
having no money, could not have done so 
but for Maj. Donnell’s voluntary service.

PLENTY OF ABILITY. 

Notwithstanding these difficulties, there 
-3 enough avaiable ability among the de- 
ciduous fruit growers to carry out a very 
effec:ive plan of organization. It is al- 
most impossible to wheel the thing into 
fine very rap.dly on account of the multi- 
tuce of small growers in practically inac- 
cessible places; and also of the reluctance 
of the farmers to exert themselves in the 
matter after the first enthusiasm has 
evaporated. - 

Mr. Adams iNustrated this point by a 
description of the first fruit growers’ con- 
vention held in San Jose.

POSSIBILITIES OF A WATER- 
WAR BREAKING OUT. 


Death to Chickens or Their Owners 
City Treasurer’s Salary is Re- 
duced— W. L. Tabor Held 

for Murder. 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 20.—(Special 
Correspondence.) There are symptoms 
of an incipient water war between this 
city and the village of Bloomington on 
the west, caused by the common use of 
an open ditch for a mile and a half by 
both parties. The division of the water for 
the city pipe line is made at Lord's Gate, 
and after running through the above men- 
tioned ditch, owned by the Bloomington 
Water Company, the water is delivered 
into the city reservoir, from whence it is 
taken in pipes under pressure over the 
city. The amount that goes into the 
ditch is 100 inches, and the amount that 
reaches the reservoir is 35 inches, the 
balance being utilized by seepage and 
Bloomington. Occasionally the amount is 
short, and the city has, in such cases, 
been obliged to apply to Mr. Raynor for 


Ja supply from his abundance, once during 


the past year getting a flow from him 
for thirty-five days and again for four 
days. Another application will have to 
be made soon for a supply for 
the reservoir, which was partly filled 
with sand debris during the 
flood this winter. The city wishes to ap- 
point Mr. Raynor the sanjero for the 
ditch, but cannot do so unless the Bloom- 
ington people are willing. 

The matter came up before the Board 
of City Trustees last night, and the re- 
sult will be the laying of a pipe line and 
cutting entirely loose from all interfer- 
ence with Bloomington. By this means 
all the water bought by the city, 100 
inches, will be under the control of the 
city, and, coming down in a pipe instead 
of an open ditch, there will be no seep- 
age and the water will be purer and 
better. 

A chicken ordinance is to be drafted by 
the City Attorney, making it either a mis- 
demeanor or felony for any chicken to be 
found running at large. 

The salary of the City Treasurer has 
been reduced from $75 to $50 per month.

SEWERS AND SALOON LICENSES 
UNDER DISCUSSION. 


A Trustee Meeting in Which Some 
Hot Talk is Indulged in, but 
Which Terminated in a 
Peaceful Manner. 


SANTA MONICA March 20.—(Special 
Correspondence.) There was a packed 
house and a mixed audience outside the 
rail in Town Hall again Tuesday even- 
ing when three-fifths of the Town Trus- 
tees gathered at at Council Board and 
proceeded to give attention to the impor- 
tant question of sewers and the booming 
question of license and saloon regula- 
tion. By way of steadying the public | 
nerve the ball opened upon the sub- 
merged part of the liquid problems ard 
sewers was the topic. 

But later, when the license question 
was reached there was no dullness in 
the proceedings. In numbers the factions 
were well-balanced, and each side cheered 
its champions. There was warmth in the 
discussion at times, but on the whole the 
sensational was omitted. 

The Citizen’s Sewer Committee was on 
hand with its promised report upon an 
attainable, practical sewer system. The 
report goes into details, showing the 
line of the main sewer and the ramifica- 
tions of the laterals. These were explained 
by Engineer Lambie and th course indi- 
cated upon the maps drawn for the pur- 


pose. 

The committee in its report endorsed the 
Pasadena system, which the members,

Among these is the propo- 
sition that clubroom licenses be fixed et 
$100 per year, issued only on permission of 
the board, and provided that no unlawful 
games be played, no minors allowed inside, 
and no licenses operated under within fifty 
feet of any saloon. Violation of any of 
these provisions work a forfefture of the 
license, a person so forfeiting the same to 
be inelligible to receive a renewal for the 
term of one year.

THE FARO DEALERS. 


THEY SEEM TO HAVE STACRKED 
THE PROSECUTION’S CARDS. 


The Criminal Cases Against Them 
Postponed for Lack of the Wit- 
nesses Who are Now g 
Absent. 


The faro cases in which Whipple, Will- 
iams and Burch are the defendants were 
again called in Justice Owens’s court yes- 
terday afternoon, and were continued for 
one week on motion of Deputy District- 
Attorney James. W. A. Ryan, attorney 
for the defendants, objected, but the court 
decided that the people were entitled to 
further time to bring their witnesses into 
court, and thereby hangs a tale. 

The principal complaining witnesses are 
B. M. Bauman and wife, on whose testi- 
mony thé prosecution depends for proof 
that the defendants did engage in the un- 
lawful game of faro. Last Saturday the 
witnesses were in court, but the defense 
was not ready to proceed and was granted 
a postponement till Tuesday. Bauman and 
wife then failed to show up, so the case 
went over one day and an attachment was 
issued for their arrest, but the officer sent 
to serve it was unable to find them. 

Bauman was chief cook at the Hotel 
Balmoral, Pasadena. Last Friday he dis- 
charged the second cook and that night he 
and his wife both disappeared, so there 
was no one to get breakfast for the guests 
of the hotel Saturday morning. It is now 
believed that Bauman and wife have been 
hired to leave the county so that they will 
not have to testify against the defendants 
in the faro cases. The District Attorney 
has information that they are in a neigh- | 
boring county, and the court yesterday is- 
sued a further attachment for their appre- 
hension. Unless they are brought back 

cases against the alleged faro dealers 
will fall through.
